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A plan to turn Randwood 
Estate, a beautiful historic 
property, into an inn and arts 
centre brought about 150 res¬ 
idents to a public meeting on 
Monday night to speak about 
the development. 

In three hours, about 30 
people were given the chance 
to stand at a podium and 
address their concerns while 
council members and the 
Lord Mayor listened. 

Many residents said "no" to 
a hotel and restaurant devel¬ 
opment proposed by 
renowned artist Trisha 
Romance and her husband 
Gary Peterson. 

The proposed development 
includes a 106-room hotel 
and a restaurant Romance 
and her husband Gary 
Peterson own a 13 acre estate 
property.

Peterson and Romance 
bought the 14 acre property 
which rests on the comer of 
Charlotte Street and John 
Street five years ago. 

The property includes 
three buildings — an origi¬ 
nal building to the property 
known as die Rand manor 
house, a smaller house and 
a coach house. 

They want to rezone the 
land to build the hotel and 
restaurant, along with an 
artists' centre, an events 
pavilion, a spa and confer¬ 
ence facility with under¬ 
ground parking allowing 200 
vehicles. 

The Randwood Estate 
property currendy has a res¬ 
idential zoning with a site- 
specific exception to allow a 
private school. 

In their proposal, the 


property owners are asking 
for amendments to be made 
to the town's official plan 
and zoning bylaw for what 
they hope to build — the 
Romance Inn and Arts 
Centre. 

In anticipation of a large 
turn out to discuss the devel¬ 
opment — the public meet¬ 
ing which would have oth¬ 
erwise been held in the 
council chambers was relo¬ 
cated to the community 
centre to accommodate 

Developer Greg Hynde 
began the meeting by speak¬ 
ing on behalf of the property 
owners and explaining their 
proposal to councillors and 
audience members.

The developer said the 
property has been used a 
variety of ways over the 
years but it has never been 
able to find a sustainable 
use to keep the property 
going. 

"The property has been 
used by seasonal residents 
and even by the Niagara 
Institute, but each use has 
failed. We have to look for 
better, more appropriate 

Hynde said the proposed 
development from Peterson 
and Romance would pre¬ 
serve the building and the 
property. 

"This site has reached its 
fundamental obsolescence. 
We have to look for a better 
use," he said. 

After Hynde spoke, the 
public was given a chance 
to express concerns. 

Issues some residents 
had regarding the develop¬ 
ment included concerns 
about excess traffic, and the 
extra noise and pollution a 
hotel would cause. 

A few residents asked 
about infrastructure prob¬ 
lems that would be brought 
about by a new inn. 

Christopher Street resi¬ 
dent Helen Brown voiced 
her concerns about having 


a commercial business in a 
residential neighborhood. 

"Forget the sentimental 
picture of a romantic inn 
hiding behind a romantic 
background of trees. 
Developing a new inn would 
add value to one property at 
the expense of an entire 
neighbourhood." 

Brown said the commer¬ 
cial development

"It's a gross intrusion into 
a well-established residen¬ 
tial area." 

Not every person who 
spoke at the meeting was 
against the development 
proposed by Peterson and 
Romance. 

Janice Thomson, execu¬ 
tive director of the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Chamber of 
Commerce, spoke to sup¬ 
port the development. 

"One thing I am sure we 
can agree on is that Niagara- 
on-the-Lake is a community 
that all of us enjoy living in," 
Thomson told the audi- 

She said the community 
far exceeds the expectations 
that would be associated 
with a population of 15,000 
people. 

She said the community 
offers a variety of options 
for tourists, including beds 


and breakfasts, country 
inns, vacation homes and

five, the creation of 255 per¬ 
manent jobs and the 
increase in taxes paid to the 
town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake of an additional 
$352,500 are of a tangible 
economic benefit." 

Thomson said the plan 
would use less of the prop¬ 
erty's 14 acres. This devel¬ 
opment would be about 10 
per cent— less than if it 
were for residential use. 

Thomson asked the Lord 


Mayor and members of 
council to work with the 
developer and the property 
owners to come up with the 
best solution that the public 
can agree with. 

After residents were fin¬ 
ished voicing their con¬ 
cerns, the meeting conclud¬ 
ed at 10:15 p.m. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
commented he would like 
to be able to visit the prop¬ 
erty to have a better under¬ 


standing about the develop- 

"I think that would be 
extremely helpful if that 
could be done." 

Mike Galloway, chief 
administrative officer, told 
Dick an appropriate date 
would be set to visit the 
property.

Saturday marked the 
90th birthday of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hospital Auxiliary and it 
was an afternoon filled 
with tea, birthday cake and 
a lifetime of memories. 

To celebrate the impor¬ 
tant event, the auxiliary 
unveiled Recollections — a 
book capturing the history 
of the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hospital and the personali¬ 
ty of auxiliary volunteers 
from the 1920s until the end 
of the century. 

“The idea began a year 
ago when I was approached 
by the auxiliary’s president, 
Laurie Harley. I’m a local 
writer and Laurie 
approached me for help to 
write a book,” says David 
Hemmings. 

The author says there 
are many stories from the 


90 years 

auxiliary and these stories 
needed to be written down 
before they were lost. 

“We sat down and inter¬ 
viewed the volunteers. We 
recorded these interview 
sessions and made a com¬ 
plete set of transcripts cap¬ 
turing memories from the 
earlier days of the auxilia¬ 
ry.” 

Hemmings says there is 
lots of information about 
the auxiliary scattered 
everywhere and it was 
important for him and 
everyone involved in the 
auxiliary to capture the his¬ 
tory for future generations. 

“It’s so nice to see local 
stories written down and 
actually in print and not 
just written down with pen 
and paper in someone’s 
drawer lost forever." 

The book tells dozens of 
memories, including mem¬ 
ories from one of the auxil¬ 
iary’s longest standing vol¬ 
unteers, Vera Derbyshire. 

“I have too many memo¬ 
ries to think of just one. If I 
could make one patient 
smile, my day was made. I 
think I got more out of it 
than what I gave."

Derbyshire says she 
wanted to be a doctor. 
When her father died, leav¬ 
ing her family with a 50 
acre farm, Derbyshire had 
to stay home and help her 
mother on the farm. 

“I was just drawn to the 
auxiliary and volunteer¬ 
ing.” 

Derbyshire says she 
remembering cooking food 
for gala balls that were held 
in the Court House. The 
courthouse didn’t have an 
elevator so all of the food 
they made had to be run up 
a fire escape. 

The first harvest ball was 
held at the Court House in 
1963, says Helen Dawson. 
She is another of the auxil¬ 
iary’s longest standing vol¬ 
unteers who remembers 
making food all day long

I’m a 
retired nurse sol was drawn 
towards the auxiliary.” 

Burns spent the day 
wearing a dress from the 
1920s — it’s the way the 
women of the auxiliary 
would have dressed for the 
tea parties they held to 
raise money for the auxil¬ 
iary when it started. 

“We a have a Victorian 
tea party every summer 
and all of the patients get a 
kick out of it.” 

The volunteer says she 
is proud of what she does 
and she hopes that people 
will become more aware of 
what the auxiliary has done 
for the community. 

“It’s exciting and it’s 
nostalgic to take a look 
back and see all of the peo¬ 
ple and the history from 
the 1920s until 2000. It’s

Getting ready for October's 
provincial election 


I t is almost time for voters to 
get out and cast a ballot for 
the best candidate in the 
provincial election. 

It can he a frustrating task if 
people are unsure of what to do 
before the election. 

Eligible voters should have 
received their notice of registration 
cards in the mail by now — these 
cards let people know they are reg¬ 
istered on the voting list and it also 
gives a location where people can 
vote in the community. 

There will be several polls open 
on election day — depending on 
where a voter resides, it affects 
where voting can be done. 

If anyone still hasn't received 
their cards in the mail, it is impor¬ 
tant for them to call Elections 
Ontario to receive the proper infor¬ 
mation. 

When going to the polls, remem¬ 
ber to bring one piece of identifica¬ 
tion along with the notice of regis¬ 
tration card. 

Types of identification that are 
accepted include government 
issued ids such as a driver's 
license. 

Voters can also register on vot¬ 
ing day but they must bring proper 
identification with them which 
includes their name and current 
address. 

The poll official will give an 
unregistered voter a form to com¬ 
plete and sign in order to cast a 
ballot. 

The poll official will give you a 
form to complete and sign. Your 
name will be added to the Voters 
List. 

On election day polls are open 
from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. to give every¬ 
one an opportunity to vote for the 
candidate of their choosing. 

Over the past few weeks, the

The candidates for the provin¬ 
cial election include liberal incum¬ 
bent Kim Craitor, Conservative 
George Lepp, Wayne Redekop 
representing the NDP, Green Party 
candidate Byrne Smith, Libertarian 
Adam Hyde and Jeanette 
Tossounian, an independent. 

With plenty of candidates to 
choose from and many concerns 
about the state of health care in 
the Niagara region, and questions 
about adding new jobs to the area, 
it is important for everyone who is 
eligible to vote to do so. 

Each person living in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake is a part of something 
bigger — each person is a part of 
the community.

sit pilot project now links 
residents between St. 
Catharines, Niagara Falls 
and Welland, with stops in 
Thorold and connections to 
transit services in Fort Erie 
and Port Colbome. 

But there are no stops in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake or the 
remaining municipalities, 
although all 12 Niagara 
municipalities are funding 
the $3.7 million price tag for 
the buses and $2.7-million 
in operating costs. 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
has been a long-standing 
and frustrated critic of the 
service that is funded by 
Niagara-on-the-Lake tax¬ 
payers who would likely use 
it if there were an Niagara- 
on-the-Lake connection— 
but there isn't. 

Zalepa asked last 
February and received sup¬ 


port for the region to be noti¬ 
fied that Niagara-on-the- 
Lake's official position to the 
project is that the routes are 
unacceptable and need 
adjusting to include service 
to Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
which will contribute about 
$91,400in2011,and$182,000 
for each of the years the pilot 
project continues. The capi¬ 
tal expenses for the buses 
have been taken from 
regional reserves, built up 
with taxes from all munici¬ 
palities. 

David Mole of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Transit has 
recently received $10,000 
from the town to help subsi¬ 
dize the Community Shuttle 
service, enabling it to sur¬ 
vive until the end of the 

But he continues to push 
for a sustainable private- 



public partnership that 
would not only deliver local 
service to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake residents but that could 
also plug into the inter-mu¬ 
nicipal regional program. 

The town’s public works 
department chair Ewald 
Kuczera is working on a 
report for council that would 
present some options. 

He has had some discus¬ 
sions with the region's tran¬ 
sit committee since last 
February, and the gist of the 
conversations has been that 
this is just a pilot project that 
will be assessed as it moves 
forward. But the region isn’t 
interested in a Glendale con¬ 
nection because that would 
be competing with the 
municipal services that 
already stop at the college 
for students. 

He feels from his talks 
with the region that Niagara- 
on-the-Lake would be in a 
much better position to be 
included in the service—re¬ 
gional only in name, really, 
since it is contracted to the 
three largest municipalities 
to operate—if the town had 
its own regular transit route 
that could provide a connec¬ 
tion to the inter-municipal 

It doesn’t, yet, of course, 
but that could change.

outlining the need to send 
out a request for proposals 
to public and private com¬ 
panies, looking for a service 
that could establish some 
regular routes in town. 

It could also include a 
pick-up service similar to 
the community shuttle, 
which is funded only until 
the end of the year, and the 
heritage shutde route that is 
currendy run by 5-0 Taxi and 
carries tourists from the Fort 
George bus drop-off to the 
Court House on Queen 
Street. That contract is also 
up for renewal. 

“We haven’t sealed the 
fate of what a service could 
look like. That hasn’t been 
discussed yet,” he said. 

It could attract a package 
deal by one provider, or it 
could be more than one 
company, he said. But first 
he needs council to decide 
on what kind of service they 
are looking for. 

It would likely be more 
attractive to a local company 
that already has vehicles and 
a parking lot, but it has to be 
a fair and open competition, 
he said. 

He hopes to have a 
request for proposals out by 
November, and a decision 
by the end of the year. With 
that in hand, when the 
region reviews routes and 
ridership in 2012, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake would have a 
better case for being includ¬ 
ed in any expansion. 

At the moment the region 
doesn’t see any benefit from 
coming to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, he said. 

But the traffic isn’t just 
coming in or going out—it’s 
both ways, he says. 

An inter-municipal ser¬ 
vice would attract people 
coming to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake to work, and those in 
town with jobs in other 
municipalities. It would also 
provide seniors with much- 
needed transportation, mak¬ 
ing it not just a twice-a-day 
service. 

“And the hospital is open¬ 
ing (in St. Catharines). That’s 
going to be a hot topic for 
sure,” he said. 

“We know that for some, 
this has moved too slowly, 
but there are others who 
hope not to see it at all. To 
make sure this works, we 
have to start small, keep it 
simple and build ridership 
for die future.”

Volunteer firefighter 
Michael Mitchell hasn’t 
missed a Daffodil Garden of 
Hope planting since he took 
part in the one at the 
Queenston Fire Hall. 

There are now seven daf¬ 
fodil gardens that offer more 
than 30,000 blooms in public 
places around Niagara-on- 
the-Lake each spring, with 
the eighth, at the new com¬ 
munity centre on Anderson 
Lane, about to be planted. 

Mitchell, who has helped 
plant and attended the 


openings of the gardens with 
his son Morgan, would, as 
more and more locals are 
doing, like to plant a per¬ 
sonal garden of hope at his 
home on the comer of Gate 
and Centre Streets. 

That will take about 2,000 
bulbs, and some advice from 
expert Sheila Hirsch Kalm, 
who organizes the town’s 
Gardens of Hope. 

“Sheila helped with the 
design, what kind of bulbs to 
plant, and how deep to plant 
them,” says Mitchell. 

Having lost his father to 
prostate cancer two years 
ago, and with a mother who 
is a two-time cancer survi¬ 
vor, it’s important to him to 
be part of the gardens of 
hope, he says. 

He understands that it's a 
constant battle to fundraise, 
and so has encouraged his 
fellow firefighters to come 
onside, barbecuing burgers 
and hot dogs during the 
plantings to help raise money 


for future gardens. 

“We’re hoping more and 

plant their own personal gar¬ 
dens of hope,” says Hirsch 
Kalm. 

“We will have some infor¬ 
mation at the community 
centre during that planting 
and some of the biggest daf¬ 
fodil bulbs for sale to take 
home, with three blooms per 
bulb. That helps us fund our 
gardens and increases their 
visibility,” says Hirsch Kalm. 

The thousands of beauti¬ 
ful blooms from 4,000 bulbs

Stu Black, executive 
director for Crime Stoppers 
of Niagara, is visiting com¬ 
munities in the Niagara 
region and asking for help in 
promoting Crime Stoppers. 

Through the help of vol¬ 
unteers, people in die com¬ 
munity are able to phone in 
anonymous tips to help 
solve crime. 

These tips can solve a 
variety of cases dealing with 
graffiti, theft, and even mur¬ 
der. 


The problem is people 
either don't know about 
Crime Stoppers or they are 
too afraid to call and give an 
anonymous tip because 
people are afraid of facing 


"We plan on speaking to 
the different municipalities 
in the Niagara region. So far, 
we have already spoken to 
councils in Thorold, 
Welland, Niagara Falls and 
Wainfleet.” 

Last week, Black spoke to 


Niagara-on-the-Lake’s Lord 
Mayor and councillors and 
asked for their help in taking 
a bite out of time. 

“We’re trying to get all of 
the councils to agree to make 
people more aware of Crime 
Stoppers and to place post¬ 
ers in public places such as 
arenas, businesses and other 
public places.”

there has been a significant 
increase in awareness of 
what Crime Stoppers does, 
says Black. 

“In 2009, the Niagara 
region received 1,000 tips for 
the first time. In 2010, 
Niagara had 1,500 Ups. I per¬ 
sonally think the awareness 
people in St. Catharines has 
something to do with it.” 

Black says there are myths 
about the Crime Stoppers, 
which are not true — but 
there isn’t enough aware¬ 
ness in the community about 
what the organization does. 

“People worry about hav¬ 
ing a police cruiser In the 
driveway. We’re not the 
police — we are volunteers. 
The most effective thing to 
do is call the police in case 
but most people are afraid to 
call the police.” 

Black says if a person calls 
Crime Stoppers to leave a 
tip, that person can’t be 
identified. 

“If you tell us your name 
we wifi hang up." 

He adds that tipsters are 
completely anonymous 
which means they cannot be 
brought to court to testify. 

“The very minute a court 
is able to subpoena a tipster, 
we’re gone. If we expose a 
tipster we’re dead in the 

He says every text mes¬ 
sage sent to Crime Stoppers 
is encrypted and the organi¬ 
zation doesn’t have caller id 
so tipsters cannot be identi¬ 
fied. 

Part of the problem with 
Crime Stoppers is that some 
people may not believe the 
service is needed because a 
community such as Niagara- 


l-the-Lake isn’t known for 
its crime, says Black. 

“Our name works against 
us. People try to get defen¬ 
sive It’s like saying crime is 
involved. Crime can happen 
anywhere. Crime Stoppers is 
like trying to sell insurance. 
If people do have to make a 
call, what a great thing to 

Black uses the example of 
the Columbine massacre to 
show why a service such as 
Crime Stoppers is impor¬ 
tant. 

“I remember learning 
about students on the news 
who saw weapons in lockers 
before the shooting hap¬ 
pened, but they were too 
afraid to call the cops. 

Black says he hopes to 
work with communities such 
as Niagara-on-the-Lake to 
promote awareness of the 
organization and to let peo¬ 
ple know its okay to share 
tips which will help solve 
crimes — or stop them 
before they happen. 

“You can go faster alone 
but you can go further 
together.” 

People might not under¬ 
stand the impact Crime 
Stoppers has made for the 
Niagara region, and that is 
another problem 

“We don’t get the strong 
emotion or appeal from 
people because they don’t 
get to see the warm frizzy 
side of Crime Stoppers. The 
problem is we can’t go into 
specifics. We closed $8 mil¬ 
lion in drug operations but 
we can't give details.”

Strolling down the halls 
of the old school on King 
Street, there is a fresh coat of 
paint on the walls, two new

"The program is new to 
our school and it's very excit¬ 
ing." 

Hadfield says the pro¬ 
gram includes former 
Colonel John Butier and 
Virgil Public School stu¬ 


dents. There are also some 
students who travel from St. 
Catharines to attend 
Parliament Oak's program. 

"For a few parents, it's 
worth it to travel here so 
their children can have the 
French education they 

Within a few short weeks, 
ten students in Grade 5 and 
14 students in Grade 7 have 
begun to blossom as bilin¬ 
gual speakers. 


"In just a few short weeks, 
the students in the program 
are already speaking a large 
amount of French. It's really 
amazing to see." 

Prior to the program, the 
students would spent 45 
minutes a day learning 
French — now they spend 
about half a day speaking 
and learning in French. 

Hadfield says the pro¬ 
gram is meant to teach 50 
per cent of class in English 


and 50 per cent in French. 

"The core subjects such 
as math and social studies 
are taught in French, but 
other courses such as fitness 
and music are spoken in 
their first language." 

For the first few weeks, 
the teachers repeat words in 
both languages so students 
adjusts. 

"It's what we like to call 
"Franglish." It helps students 
adjust and learn their vocab- 


Hadfleld says any student 
is welcome to join the pro¬ 
gram — most students in 
this program don't come 
from French-speaking back¬ 
grounds."

ICC will be placing ads in newspapers, radio and 
running television spots this week asking people to 
bring in any old silver and gold coins made before 
1968 and U.S. coins made before 1970. Those 
that bring in their coins will be able to speak with 
collectors one on one and have their coins looked at 
by a specialist. With the help of these ICC members, 
offers will be made to those that have coins made 
before 1968. Offers will be made based on silver 
or gold content and the rarity of the coins. All coins 
made before 1 968 will be examined and purchased 
including gold coins, silver coins, silver dollars, all 
types of nickels and pennies. Those that decide to sell 
their coins will be paid on the spot. 

If you are like a lot of people you might have a 
few old coins or even a coffee can full lying around. 
If you have ever wondered what they are worth now 
might be your chance to find out and even sell them 
if you choose. They could be worth a lot according 
to the International Coin Collectors also known as 
ICC. Collectors will pay a fortune for some coins 
and currency for their collections.

The rarest coins these collectors are looking for 
include $20, $10, $5 and $2 1/2 gold coins and 
any coin made before 1 850. These coins always 
bring big premiums according to the ICC. Silver 
dollars are also very sought after nowadays. 

Other types of items the ICC will be purchasing 
during this event include U.S. currency, gold bullion, 
investment gold, silver bars, silver rounds, proof sets, 
etc. Even foreign coins are sought after and will be 
purchased.

More frightening than a 
horror movie — ghost tours 
presented by the Friends of 
Fort George are sure to scare 
the pants off of anyone. 

"Our tour focuses on 
ghost stories in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and our goal is to 
get people into Fort George 
and have experiences," says 
Kyle Upton, a ghost tour vol- 

If there is one thing 
Upton will say about the 
ghost tour in Fort George, a 
ghost story isn't spooky 
without a story behind it. 


"Ghost stories are more 
real when they have some¬ 
thing to do with the actual 
place — the fort has a lot of 
history and a lot of ghosts." 

Because the weather is 
getting colder, ghost chasers 
will be able to see buildings 
that are normally closed. 

"October is really misera¬ 
ble weather so we try to get 
the tour inside as much as 
possible." 

These buildings include 
the officer's quarters and the 
second floor of the soldiers' 
barracks. 

"It used to be a museum 
with glass cases and the 
ground floor was set up as 
soliders barracks." 


Upton says there have 
been reports of a ghost 
named Irving who lives in 
the building. 

Tour-goers are sure to 
catch a glimpse of a little 
ghost girl following along on 
die tour. 

“She's more of a partici¬ 
pant than other ghosts. She 
likes to play peek-a-boo with 
people and she likes to fol¬ 
low the tour about.” 

Upton says there are usu¬ 
ally easy explanations for 
ghost sightings at the fort. 

"Maybe someone just ate 
a bad taco — once we weed 
through those reports and 
we can’t find a normal expla¬ 
nation for them, there are 


about 20 to 40 actual reports 
during the summer 
months.” 

Although volunteers have 
tried to track ghost sightings, 
a correlation between sig¬ 
nificant dates in history or 
the full moon could be iden¬ 
tified, says Upton. 

Ghost tours run from Oct. 
14 to 31.
